IN MAKING THE APPOINTMENTS KNOWN, PROF. CLARKE STATED THAT, “ONE OF 

THE GREAT PROBLEMS FACING SIR GEORGE AND OTHER UNIVERSITIES IS TO PRO- 
VIDE EDUCATION FOR THOUSANDS MORE PEOPLE AND YET RETAIN A CLOSE TOUCH 
BETWEEN THE STUDENT AND HIS FACULTY PERSONNEL. IN 1956, OUR FIRST YEAR 
AT THE PRESENT NEW BUILDING, WE HAD 798 DAY STUDENTS AND 300 EVENING 
STUDENTS, COMPARED WITH PRESENT ENROLLMENT OF 2,500 AND 6,),00. THE 


PROJECTED EXPANSION FOR 1967 IS 5,000 AND 10,000."
